Mongft the verious Tempers 
and Difpofitions of Mind we 
obferve in Men, none feems 
to indicate a qworfe Heart, or 
produce more Evil than Envy : 
An envious Perfon repines at 
any Excellency he obferves iv 
others, and fickens at the Sight 
of Good that happens to them, Poets and Pain- 
rets have prefented us with frightful Images of 
this direful Hag; and happy would i: be for 
Mutkind if they could be brought fo to deteft 
her, that fhe might be dsiven from the Earth. 

What eccafions moe Difcord between private 
Perfons, Families, and even Princes and Nations, 
than knvy ? Or, What is more injurious 2? Sir 
Francis Bacon advifes by no means to cone near or 
converie with envious Perfons; he thinks fome 
malignant Effluvia proceed from their Eyes, 
which may fafcinate and be greatly hurtful: 
Burt if this Obdfervation be too curious, or the 
Opinion not well grounded ; if envious Perfons 
are capable of doing no Prejudice with their 
Fyes, (which I doubt not buc they with they 
were,) we know they are with theis Tomgues and 

her Infiruments of Mifchief. 

Krom wheoce proceeds Detraction and Defa- 
mation, but from this evil Root? Did not Men and 
Women envy others theis good Names, thei, 
Wit, Learning, Beauty, Places, Powers or Pof- 
fellions, we fhould not hear {0 many Exceptions 
to good CharaGters, nor fo many falfe Reports 
rais'd co deitroy them. 

‘There is (carcely a more certain Sign of a bad 
Heart, than to takz Pleafure in heaving, ox report 
ing 12 of otherss 1 cannot indeed help thinking, 
that thofs who fpeak ill of almoft every one, 
have very linle Merit of theie own ; and I know 
not a betcer Remedy againft an envious Difpo- 
fition, than that we fhould deferve wet our 
felves. 

Mof of the Vices with wh'ch Mankiod are 
infected, procced only trom Excels: Virtue being 
the Mean , Vice the Extremity. ‘Tous Fruyalicy 
‘ad Geueroficy ave Vistues; Niggardlinefs and 
Peotufion (the Excremes) are Vices; bur Lavy in 
the very Seed is evil, and of fo malignant and 
banefui a Quality, that when it grows up, 
hardly any thing Good can flousifh near it. I 





koow -very well, that envicus Perons endeavour 


to impofe on others, and fometimes for want of 


examining ctheis own Hearts, are apr to deceive 


themfelves, by reprefenting their Difpofition to 
be only Emu!stion ; but thee is a wide Diffe 
rence, Lmulation is a Defive to equal, or excel 
others in what is Praife-worthy: A Perfon who 
emulates another, acknowledges ‘and eppioves 
his good Qualities, or Excellencies, and defises 
10 Obtsin the fame ; or if poflible, to go beyond 
them The envious Man is always forry when he 
is forc’d to acknowledge Mesit in any ; grudges 
them the Good they poffefs; and is far from 
endeavouring to pragtice what is laudable, tho’ 
very defirous of poffefing what ts profitable. 

It is juftly obferved of Vice in general, that it 
Catries its own Punifhment with it ; but fasely 
that Obfervation is more eminently vesified io 
this Vice than moft others, What a mifersble 
Condition mutt that Mian be in, to whom all the 
Good that happens to others within his Kaow- 
ledge, is to bim Evil? How much Vexation of

Pleafure does he mifs, that is enjoyed by Perfons 


Of a benovelent Difpofition 7 The Mifery of the 


Damn’d in Hell is faid to confit partly in the 
Sight of Happinefs enjoy’d by orhers, which 
they Cannot partake of: Have aot envious Per- 
fons a Tafte of that Mifery here ? 

We have already mentioned two Branches 
that proceed fiom this Root of Envy, Detradtion 
«hd Defemation; and we are heaitily foray to ob-

ferve how they thrive am gf the Fair Sex. As 
Beauty is what they are caught from their Io- 
fancy to fet a high Value upon, and as they 
Brow up are adored for it, nothing is fo much 
the Obje& of Envy amongft them: If any one 

fleffes this Advantage in fo high a Degree as to 

euniverfally acknowledged @ Beauty, fhe can- 
not (if you believe many of her own Sex) have 
any other good Quality. Were we to form a 
Judgment of the Fair Sex from the Charagters 
they give one another, rather than fiom our 
own Obfervations, I am perfuaded we thould 
not entertain near fo good an Opinion of them 
as they deferve ; and yet confidering the envious 
Tempers of fo many, I cannot help faying, what 
pity ict is, fince Nature has given cheia fuch 
Angelick Faces, they fhould have conrratted 
fuch ’ 

Envy is aCompound of Pride, ill-nature, and 
Covetoufnefs. We think fo well of ourfelves, and 
believe we poffefs fo many good Qualiries, that 
Riches and Honours are or dive ; and if Fortune, 
or peshaps racher our own ill Management, has 
with-held them from us, we think her blind, end 
malign thofe fhe has beftow’d them on. What 
bur this mean and unmanly Paflion bus rai 
fed and propagated fo much Fury and. per 
fonal Scandal of late between Genthemen? Pa- 
triotifm and the good of Mankind have been pre- 
tended; bur, alas! Meu are mor excited to 
fuch violent Paffions for the sake of others or 
the Good of Mankind: Superficial People may 
think chem excellent Patriots who oppofe Men 
in Power with loud Clamour and Perfonal Out 
rage ; but true Patrioti{m is not fo common in 
the World as thefe People imagine, ccither 
has it thofe violent Effe4s. Bur Envy and Self. 
Intevef?, or the Intereft of a Party, will excite 
Men to {peak a% manner of Evil faifely, concer- 
ing them they are defirous to fupplant, and are 
frequently attensed with thole oiolent Symptoms 
we have feen {6 notorious in fome late Pro. 
du&tions. 

We are far from thinking that good Common 
wealth’s Men fhould not aff warmly in the Service 
of their Country ; burt when nothing befides this 
good End is aimed at, we fee Men akted by 2 more 
moderate and equal Warmib, than when Pride, 
Malice, Envy, Profit, or fome other By-Ends, ae 
their Motives. The A€tions of the one, are like 
thofe of a Man who employs hit Strength in a 
fteady, uniform, reafonable Manner; rhe other 
like a Mad man, who flruggies with Rage and 
Violence : The Heat of one is like thar of a raging 
Fever ; che Warmch of che other, only lke thar. 
of a healthy and good Confiitution. 

Nothing is more apt to blind the Underfland- 
ings of Men than violent Paffions of any Kind, 
particularly thofe of Envy and Malice: What 
but thefe could precipitate forme late Writers on 
the Meafures they have taken: To obtain the 
Approbation of Gentlemen, they who were born 
Gentlemen, and, which is much more to be con- 
fizered, educated fuch, have treated thofe in 
the highest Stations with Language, end in a 
manner unbecoming the loweft of the un- 
bred, untaught Multisude : To gain Reputa» 
tion to themfelyes, and Credit with the Peo- 
ple, they have sfferted Fos which are én 
the bigheft Degree improbable : And to ingta- 
tiate themfels s with their Prince, and ky that 
Means obi: a Places and Preférments, (the Ui. 
timatum ci oll their Labours,) they have li, 
beli’d Majefty itfelf. Ineed noc tell the World 
the Succefs of this wife Management, nor the 
Confequences of this Behaviour: Their own 
Party are afhara’d of theie Performances; every 
Gentleman not of their Party, that F hive heard 
fpeak of them, do it with Deteffation. As to 
the reft, I Jeave their Enenaies to tell it. 

Fcannor but think Revenge, tho’ it proceeds from 
a very bad Difpofirion, lels criminal than Envy ; 
the firft fuppofes fome Offetice or Injury done, 
the latter none ;_ unlefs the Pofffion of Riches, 
Honour, Besuty, or any other Gifts of Nature or 
i Fortune, are Lojaries to envious Perfons titer en- 








{jaye by any but shemeloes, 


Are there not unavoidable Evils enough in che 
World to rendet Life uncomforstad'e, that Men are 
thus adding to the Number by tormenting them- 
felves and worrying one anotber with Malice and 
Envy? What is there ina Manto be 
Are we not by our Frames liable to many dil- 
attrous Accidents? Don's we carty about us in 
our very Conftitucions the Caules of many cruel 
and excruciating Difeafes? And ase there noc 
Numbers of Wild Brutes in Human Shape who help 
to fill up the Meafure of our Caiamines? Surely 
Men of Educarion, acquainted with liberel Aria 
and Sciences, fhould contribuce all in ther Powes 
to the Happinels of Mankind. 

How great a Pleafuse does that Perfon enjoy 
who wifhcs well 4o Manking ? He has a Shar 
the good Founne and Happine!s of every coos! 
Man within his Kaowledge. 
Tum of Mind thinks herfelf +o: 
others being move beautiful, or riches, or @ 
than herfelf: She wifhes none lets fo chan 
are . She knows érwe Merit couliitsin vi 
Beauties of the Mind, and that ts bes } 
Works is laying up a lating T.eat 
Riches and Greatnefs of this Kong, th 
thofe of the Fir? Rank, Men ct this Peageity of 
Temper, tho’ they may be willoy, oF even 
fiious to ferve their Cquotry in emiioet Stations, 
if they think themfl ves tity quatited, ver 
others are preferred before them, Chey will 
envy nor endeavour by uoja% Methocs to iu; 
plane them: No wilful Miffeprelescations ot

Lisbom, Sept. 6. 
Manuel de Cruz, a Lay Brother of the Con. 
vent of Arrabidos at Setubal, or St. Ubes, 
a Relation of the laft Counr de Coftenheira, died 
fame time fince with the Odour of Sanéticy ; end 
they fay God hos already wrought feveral Miva- 
cles by the Inteweiion of chat Saint. They 
report, among che seft, that his Corpfe having 
been depofited in the Church as foon es he was 
dead, the-Father Guardian ordes’d the Docr to be 
fhur, to keep our the Crowd; but thet the Door 
opened ‘of irfelf, co the great Aftonifhment of all 
thet were prefent,, who came in, and were Wit- 
neffes to the Miracujous Cure of a Woman that 
had been long ill of a Cancer in her Breaft, who, 
having apply'd her affected Part to the Feet of the 
Defun&, was immediately cured. 
Cadiz, Sept. 18. The Repest that was {preed 
of the King of Morotco’s Death, is not confirm 
ed, but arofe from an Indifpofition, of which he 
is recovered. 

Pienma, Ocber 3- They write from Conftan- 
tinople, ther upon the News of the Tuskifh 
Army’s being beat in Perfia, the People were 
gtown mutinous again, and che Janizaries cry'd 
aloud for Peace with the Sophi; whereupon a 
great Divan was holden three Days fucceflvely, 
and rhe Plime Vizis was depofed, The Elector 
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of Cologn, who was reported to be dead, is (we 

hear) recovered O. the Fall from his Horfe, 

Leghorn, Sept. 29. They write fom the Ifland 

of Corfica, thac a Marque which faied from 
Genoa, with Prov fiois for the Gartifon ot 
Caivi, had been farprized by the Rebels : 
the lirt!e Iffanu of Rofla, whither fhe was driven 
in by Sreets of Weather. Chey wrie trom Ba- 
ftia, rhac General Wacaren ioncis had di!patched 
a Lieurenane Colonel to Vienna, with Lectess 
from ‘he Malecontenis, who (‘tis id) offer 
to fugit upon certain Conditions. They add, 
thar chat General demerds of the Republick, 
thar fufficient Magazines be ereG&ed in that Ca 
pital, where there moy be alw ys Provifions for 
fix ionrhs ; that C-zerns be -uilt for putting 
his Troops into Winter Quarters, the Lodgings 
affizn’d *hem not being fo convenient ; and that 
he may have 34 Barques et his Difpofal, to be 
made ufe of when he fhall fee Occafion. Mean 
time, the Rebels taking Advantage of their 
Numbers, are continually fending out Detach- 
ments to harafs the Imperial Troops, who, 
without a frefh Reivforcemenr, will nor be able 
to make any great Proprefs. 

Milan, Sept. 29. “Tis reported, that the Go- 
veroment had received Orders to disband two 
Companies of every Regiment of Imperial Troops 
in Lombardy, and to incorporate the Soldiers into 
the other Companies, to make them complete. 
Le‘ters from Corfica advife, that the Rebels there 
make ule of certain Machines with which they 
throw great Siones to a confiderable Diftance, 
and very much aenoy the Troops that offers 
to come ear their Camp. They add, that the 
Germas Soldiers do nor feem well pleafed with 
their Campagne in Corfica, cho” they have Dou- 
ble Ray, which (‘hey pretend) is not fufficient, 
by reafon of the exorbitant Price of Provifions. 

Florence, Sept. 29 On the goth Initant, Mr. 
Colmsn, Minifter of theKing of Great Britain, 
returned hither from Parma; from whence M 
de PAbadie, the French Minifter, is daily ex 
pected. The Englith Conful ar Leghorn, who 
came hither fome time fince about fome particu- 
Yar Butinefs, rerurn’d thither the 24th, with che 
Othicers of his Nation belonging to the Falmourh 
Man of War, which lately arrived at Leghorn. 
The Effeéts of the late Great Princefs of Tufcany 
are now felling by Au&ion. M. Buonaventun 
was fhot fome Days ago, as he was going home, 
with his Servant. He was the loft of chat Fa 
mily. The Murderer not being known, the Great 
Duke has publithed a Proclamation, offering a 
Reward of 1000 Crowns to any Perfon who fhil! 
difcover him 

Lisbon, Sept 13. They write from Chaves, 
that on the Sch Inftant, they had a molt dreacfu: 
Tempeft there, which breaking. over a Moun 
tain in the Neighbourhood of thar Place, the 
River of Avelans was in-a very litdle while fo 
fwell’d with the Rain, thar in the Sp.ce of 
three Hours it bore down all the adjacent Houfes, 
drowned feveral of the Inhabirants, and tore up 
Trees by the Roots. fhe Count de Alvor, Gover- 
nor and Captain General of that - sovince, has 
fent the Cour an Account of all che Damage 
done by the faid Srorm, 

Barcelona, Sept. 20 The 15th Inflanr, the 
Engiifh Squesron commended by Sit Charles 
Wager, came into this Port, where the Salute 
was returo'd, which they maie when they were 
cafting Anchor in the Road. The fame Duy, 
the Governor and the Supreme Council went 
and complimenced Sir Charles, offering him any 
Refrefhments his Squadron might ftand in need 
of. In cae Evening, the Governor, conforma- 
bly to the Orders he had receiv'd from the King, 
fent different Sorts of Wine for the Officers on 
board all the Englifh Ships, and Sheep for the 
Men, The 16th, Sir Charles Waget came on 
Shoar, with feveral Officers and made a Vifi: ro 
the Governor, who gave them a magnificent En- 
tertainment. ‘The 17th, his Catholick Majefty’s 
Squadron, confifting of 16 Men of War, arriv'’d 
here from Cadiz, whence they failed the 8th. 
The rSth, we began to put on board the Provi- 
fions, which will lat vill the 24th, becaufe we 
have not here a fufficient Number of Hands to 
accomplifh that Work fooner. We expe& more 
Seamen from Leghorn and Genoa, where they 
have been promifed Double Pay ; but after all 
eur Efforts, the Fleer will not be able to fail 
till the Beginoing of next Month. It has been 
feported here for fome Days paft, that the Mar- 


quis de Charny will not command the 6600 Men 
whom the King fends , into the Du.ciies of 
Vorma and Placentia. The Smail Pox is be 
come an Epidemics] Diftemper this Year, th-ougn- 
ut the Principslity of Catalonia ; it attecks Per 
fons of all Ranks and Ages, bur is not very 
mortal. 
Extra of a Letter from Paris, dated O&tober 20. 
the Affair becween Father Guard and Made- 
moifelle Cadiere is decided; and you may rely 
upoo the Truth of the following Account of that 
Matter. Judgment was given by 24 Judges, 12 
of whom were for condemning Father Girard to 
be burnt alive, and 12 for acquitting him And in 
regard the Balance is always given, by the Laws 
of France, in favour of the Party Accufed, he 
was acquitted; and they are both free from all 
Procefs, and actually at Liberty, without paying 
Cofts. We are neverthelefs affured, that this Svit 
has coft the Gentlemen of the Society feveral 
Millions; nor would they have come cff fo, bur 
they muft have loft both their Pains and their 
Money, had ic not been for the powerful Support 
of a very Great Man of their Orcer.

Hanover-Square for Hampron Court, attended by 
his Domefticks, and the Right Hon the Earl o 
Scarborough Mafter of the Horfe to his Majefty, 
the Right Hon. the Earl of Pomfret, Matter of 
the Horfe to her Majefty, and the Right Hon. the 
Lo:d Malpas, Mafter of the Ho-fe to his Roya! 
Highnefs the Prince of Wales, each in their 
Coach and Six. When his Royal Highvefs came 
to Hampton Court, he was introduced to his 
Majefty in the Prefence Chamber by his Grace 
the Duke of Grafton, Loid Chemberlain of his 
Majefty’s Houfhold, «nd condu&ed by Sir Cle 
ment Cottrell, Mafter of the Ceremonies ; and 
afterwards he was introduced to her Mayfly by 
the Earl of Grantham, Chamberlain of the 
Houfhold to her Majefty ; and afterwards to his 
Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales, and the 
ceft of the Royal Family. 
His Royal Highnefs was drefs'd in a Suit of 
Cloaths richly embroider’d with Silver, and the 
Gentlemen who attended him were alfo diefs'd in 
Gold and Silver Brocades and Embroidery. 
The King, Queen, Prince of Wales, the Duke, 
and all che Princefles, were drefs'd in rich Suis, 
of new Apparel, to receive his Royal Highnefs. 
His Grace the Duke of Newcaftle, his Grace’ 
the Duke of Grafton, the Lord Harrington, and 
Sir Robert Walpole, feverally made Invitations to 
entertain his Royal Highnefs at Dinner: 
His Royal Highnefs return’d to Town about 
Five 0’ Clock in the Evening. 
And will go again to Hampton Court To- 
morrow. 
Their Majefties Defign of hunting, as on 
Wednefday laft in Windfor Great Park,’ was on 
this Occafion laid afide ; neither did any of the 








Royal Family hunt that Day, Orders being feng 
early in the Morning to Bifhopgate in the faid 
Park, for the Grooms and Hunrfimen to fable 
the Horfes. 

Next Thurfday the Lord Mayor Ele&, will be 
prefenred to the Right Hon. the Lord Chancellor 
for his Lordfhip’s Approbation of the Citizens 
Choice, according to Cuftom.

Gold Chains, and Rings found abouc thefe Pér. 
fons, they were fufpe&ed of being concerned in 
thefe horrid Murders, and put into a Prifon, 
Some Letters add, that at L:ftepona, and other 
Places, feyeral Perfons, difcove:'d to have be 
concern’d ia this Affair, had been executed. 

Wednefiay the Sefliors began at the Old Bai- 
ly, when 23 Prifoners were cry’d, 12 wheseof 
were calt for Tranfpo:tation, but none were cons 
victed capitally. And, 

On Thurfday, at the fai! Seffions, abou: 30 
Prifoners were tried, one of whom was Capiteliy 
convifted, viz. Anne Palmer, aliss Jenks, tor 
privately ftealing from Samu-i Ruffci, $1 56 
and Goods to the Value o* 3cs. burt the Jusy 
recommended her to the Mercy of the Coug, 
and the Recorder was pieafed to teil them that 
the fame fhould be reported to his Majefty 
John Parwin was teed on two I -ditments, the 
fiit for the Murcer of a Men, by driving bis 
Oray over him, and the fecond upon the Covo- 
ne:’s Inqueft for Manflaughier, and acqu.‘ted of 
voth Indi ments.
